Brothers jailed for spate of vehicle crimes 



I LENNY Wells, 30 


TWO brothers have been 
jailed after committing a 
series of thefts from motor 
vehicles across Dorset and 
Wiltshire. 

Lenny Wells, 30, of Eyres 
Way in Salisbury and Ed¬ 
ward Wells, aged 28 and of 
Lynch Road in Mere, were 
each jailed for 44 months 
at Salisbury Crown Court 
on Thursday, August 3rd, 
after pleading guilty to 
conspiracy to steal from 
motor vehicles. 

There were a total of 104 
offences that occurred be¬ 
tween November 1st 2016 
and January 31st 2017, 


with 33 offences commit¬ 
ted in Dorset and 71 in 
Wiltshire. 

They were arrested on 
Friday January 27th, after 
police officers stopped 
their vehicle near Hardy's 
Monument at Portesham 
in Dorset. 

The duo targeted various 
beauty spots across the 
two counties. They would 
break into vehicles and 
steal items including 
handbags, purses, wallets, 
cash and jewellery. 

Enquiries were carried 
out by officers in Wiltshire 
and Dorset. 


Police Sergeant Jamie 
Clark, of Dorset Police, 
said: "I wish to thank those 
members of the public 
who have assisted the in¬ 
vestigation and I am 
pleased to say that beauty 
spot thefts have fallen 
since the pair were impris¬ 
oned. 

“I would like to remind 
motorists in Dorset to en¬ 
sure they do not leave any 
valuables in their vehicles 
and remove all items from 
view. Do not make it easy 
for thieves such as the 
Wells brothers to target 
your vehicle.”

New cancer

Return of the Red Post 



I FULLY restored the Red Post on the A31 near Bloxworth 


READERS may have noticed that 
the famous Red Post at Bloxworth 
has been missing for some time 
but has recently returned looking 
better than before and, with the 
kind generosity of Kier Highways 
Ltd and guidance from the Dorset 
Fingerpost project, this post is 
now completely refurbished back 
to its former glory. 

In Dorset there are around 700 
surviving traditional fingerposts 
painted black and white, and four 
which are red. Many stories are 
told about the reasons the posts 
are red, including to mark the 
route the convicts were taken 
along before being transported to 
Australia, or another theory is 
that they marked the locations of 
gibbets; many convicts were 
hanged before transportation if 
they were struggling along the 
way. 

The Red Post near Botany Bay 
Farm and Inn is probably the most 
famous fingerpost sign in the 
county, and an important land¬ 
mark when entering and exiting 
Dorset from the East. 

The restoration has been possi¬ 


ble because of the Dorset Finger¬ 
post Project, an initiative of the 
Dorset AONB. It is a project that 
supports and guides local groups, 
parish councils or individuals to 
restore these unique posts back to 
their original specification, now 
that Dorset County Council can no 
longer support the upkeep of them. 

The restoration of the Red Post at 
Bloxworth has been done collabo- 
ratively by HM Prison Portland, 
Western College, Coles Castings, 
Roger Bond a volunteer of the 
Dorset AONB and Dorchester 
Men’s Shed a ’not for profit’ organ¬ 
isation, all funded by Kier, who 
were approached by the Parish 
Group at Bloxworth. Together 
they have produced an outstand¬ 
ing piece of craftsmanship. 

Katharine Wright, co-coordina¬ 
tor of the Dorset Fingerpost Pro¬ 
ject said: “To see this iconic Dorset 
fingerpost restored back its former 
glory is truly magnificent and I 
would encourage other locals to 
step forward to help restore their 
local fingerpost to help maintain 
local distinctiveness.”

Council blames breakdown of 
beach showers on French sand 


THE breakdown of the two new shower units 
on the main beach at Lyme Regis is all the fault 
of the French - according to town councillors. 

Lyme Regis Town Council installed the two 
showers at the beginning of the season but they 
soon developed faults and have not been work¬ 
ing since. 

Deputy town clerk Mark Green reported at 
the last meeting of the Tourism, Community & 
Publicity Committee that the problems ap¬ 
peared to be caused by failed internal valve 
units on two of the 12 shower heads. 

In a report, Mr Green said that from discus¬ 
sions with the managing director of the supply¬ 
ing company, it seemed likely that the failures 
were caused by excessive water pressure be¬ 
yond their operating limits. 

The supply pressure had been reduced for the 
installation for new valves, which were being 
supplied free-of-charge to the council and were 
due to arrive any day. 

Mr Green told the meeting that the company 
which installed the showers had a good track 
record and had successfully supplied them at 
many other resorts. He was confident they 
would find a solution. 

But a number of councillors were of the view 
that the breakdown of the showers was caused 
by the French sand, which was imported for 
the beach when the shoreline was remodelled 
as part of the coastal protection works. 

Sand from Normandy was transport by barge 
to Lyme and members thought the sand was 
too fine and had clogged up the valves in the 
shower.

Council working on cash point shortage 


LYME Regis Town Council has discussed is¬ 
sues surrounding the lack of cash points in the 
town with local MP Sir Oliver Letwin. 

Mr Letwin recently met with the council to 
discuss the current situation regarding cash 
points and other issues in the town. Council¬ 
lors and officers also recently met with a repre¬ 
sentative from Cashzone to discuss possible 
solutions to the town’s shortage of cash points. 

Lyme Regis has been left with just one free 
cash point outside Tesco Express, after all 
three banks closed down, and there are con¬ 


cerns it regularly runs out of cash during the 
busy summer season. 

The council also reported that there have 
been rumours circulating that the mobile bank¬ 
ing services for both NatWest and Lloyds, 
which currently visit the town once a week, 
will be scrapped at the end of summer due to 
lack of use. 

Lloyds has categorically denied this is writ¬ 
ing and a response is currently awaited from 
NatWest.

L YME Regis is thought to have at¬ 
tracted record numbers to the 
town on Thursday, as it hosted 
another thrilling display by the Red 
Arrows.

COULD BE DAMAGING YOUR POSTURE I Yoga Gasses

A RE YOUR everyday habits putting your posture at risk? Long hours at a desk, 
slouching over laptops, lugging half our worldly belongings around in a 
handbag slung over one shoulder (the same one) time and time again... 

Most of us are well aware that, on a day-to-day basis, we're doing a lot of things 
that aren't very good for our posture - and this can lead to things like back pain, 
tense, aching shoulders and sore necks. 



1. Loading the dishwasher 

"We seem to spend most of our day 
bending. And while the thought of doing 
the washing up is enough to encourage you 
to let the dishes pile up, using a dishwasher 
can also encourage us to repeatedly 
forward-bend," say Tim Allardyce, clinical 
director at Surrey Physio. "Instead, try to 
squat every time you load and unload the 
dishwasher. It's great for toning the legs 
and butt, and will save extra pressure 
through your back." 

2. Wearing ill-fitting bras 

"Bras need to fit properly so your 
shoulders don't take all the strain," note the 
experts at the British Chiropractic 
Association (BCA). "When shopping for 
bras, look for one which has an underband 
that is neither too tight nor too loose. 
Ensure the centre-fold fastener sits close to 
your body and that the straps are not too 
tight on your shoulders." 


3. Stress 

"Don't forget how stress can affect your 
posture. In stressful situations, the added 
level of stress means the way you hold 
yourself is very different," says osteopath 
and biomechanics expert Claire McKenna. 
"Stress increases your acceptance to pain - 
initially, in the short-term, the effect of 
adrenaline on the nervous system means 
you probably don't feel pain developing. 
But the long-term effects of the stress 
hormone can lead to chronic pain and 
central sensitisation; essentially when the 
body starts to feel pain that actually isn't 
there. The tissues have changed to the 
point where they feel pain even if it isn't 
being stimulated." 


4. Wearing flat ballet pumps 
& sandals 

"People tend to wear flat pumps in the 
summer, which aren't great for your arches. 
That collapse [in the arch] then goes on to 
affect the ankles, knees and hips and pelvis, 
which can have an impact on your posture," 
says Claire. "If you do like wearing flat 
pumps, stick to short distances only. Any 
proper walking, or if you're spending a long 
day on your feet, it's definitely worth 
investing in good shoes, or sticking with 
trainers with arch support." 

5. Gardening 

"If you could see the number of people 
that come in for physiotherapy and 
osteopathy following a long session of 
gardening, you may think twice about it. 
Gardening does tend to get people in bad 
postural positions for long periods," says 
Tim. "While we encourage exercise and 
getting outdoors, try not to put your body 
under too much strain. Kneel or sit on your 
heels if you can to get lower, and change 
positions regularly to avoid putting stress 
on your posture and spine."

CONTINUING our regular series commemorating 
the 100th anniversary of the deaths of all men 
from Lyme Regis and the surrounding areas who 
died in the First World War, we remember Arthur 
George Radford. With thanks to Vernon Ratten- 
bury of the Royal British Legion for the research. 

ARTHUR GEORGE RADFORD 

29th (Vancouver) Battalion, Canadian In¬ 
fantry, British Columbian Regiment 
Service No. 645933 

Born July 1st 1884 in Lyme Regis and died 
August 21st 1917 in Lens, France 

Arthur Radford emigrated from Lyme Regis to 
Canada in 1904 where he married Helena Smith 
in Vancouver in 1914. A clerk by trade, he enlisted 
at Vancouver on March 1st 1916. 

After sailing to England in November 1916, his 
battalion was absorbed into the 1st Reserve Bat¬ 
talion on in January 1917. The personnel of the 
numerous Canadian battalions in England were 
placed in 26 new reserve battalions. Each of these 
new battalions was composed of men from the 
same military district in Canada and the battal¬ 
ion reinforced infantry battalions in France 
which had been mobilized in the same military 
district. 

The 1st Reserve Battalion was organized at 
Shorncliffe on January 4th 1917. From January 
1st 1917 it reinforced the 29th (Vancouver) Battal¬ 
ion in France. This was the battalion with whom 
he served, which fought in the Battle of Vimy 
Ridge, April 9th to 14th 1917, and the Battle of 
Lens, August 21st to 23rd 1917. 

At Lens, they held their positions against 21 de¬ 
termined German counterattacks over four days. 
Canadian probing attacks against Lens on August 
21st and 23rd 1917 were unsuccessful, but they in¬ 
flicted severe casualties on the enemy and gained 
the high ground overlooking the city. Arthur Rad¬ 
ford was killed during one of these attacks. 

Son of Edward and Georgina Radford of Galiano 
Island, British Columbia, Canada, and husband 
of Helena Radford, of 756 Broadway East, Vancou¬ 
ver, he is commemorated on the Lyme Regis war 
memorials and in the Canadian First World War 
Roll of Honour, page 312 and on the Vimy Memo¬ 
rial, France.

Lifeboat volunteers drop events 
to answer emergency call-outs 


A FAMILY of four and their labrador dog were 
rescued one Tuesday, July 25th by Lyme Regis 
lifeboat crew after their yacht was swamped by 
waves and sank at Charton Bay, west of the 
town. 

The yacht was being sailed from Lyme Regis 
by Joe Coles, 56, from East Coker, near Yeovil. 
Also on board were his wife Tania, sons Theo, 
aged nine, Hector, 19, and their 14-month-old 
labrador Suki. 

Mr Coles said: “We had been having a picnic 
and were close to shore. Suki would not get on 
the boat. We got out of the boat to get the dog 
and two big waves hit the yacht and pretty 
much sank it. 

“We were all safely ashore but wet and cold, 
and very pleased when we saw the lifeboat. The 
whole thing was Suki’s fault, really.” 

The family had left Lyme in the 18 foot vessel, 
called Llewellyn, just as the Red Devils were 
giving their display as part of Lifeboat Week. 

The lifeboat crew brought the family back to 
the safety of the harbour but it was later de¬ 
cided it was too unsafe to tow the stricken yacht 
back to Lyme Regis. The lifeboat crew secured 
the yacht by anchor a quarter of a mile off Pin- 
hay Bay. 

This was the 13th shout for the Lyme Regis 


crew so far this year, launching at 6.50pm just 
as the Lifeboat Week charity auction was get¬ 
ting underway in the boathouse, and a depleted 
lifeboat team were later beaten in the water 
polo match. 

■ VOLUNTEERS from Lyme Regis lifeboat 
crew had a busy day on Saturday, August 5th, 
having to leave the 50th birthday celebrations 
of crew member Jon Broome to answer two 
emergency call-outs. 

The first was to a small inflatable dinghy with 
one man aboard, reported to be drifting out to 
sea near Eype holiday park. 

The lifeboat crew, which launched at 6.56pm, 
found the man was safe and in control of the 
dinghy, and were stood down by coastguards at 
7.20p.m. 

Just over three hours later the inshore 
lifeboat was launched again following reports 
of a fishing boat taking in water and sinking 
seven miles south of West Bay. 

Weymouth all-weather lifeboat was also on 
the scene, along with the coastguard helicopter. 

The fishing boat, with two men on board, was 
stabilised and towed to Weymouth harbour. 
Lyme Regis lifeboat crew launched at 10.19pm 
and were stood down at 11pm, returning to the 
lifeboat station at 11.30pm.

Can a more congenial solution 
be found for Pilot Boat staff? 

I AM writing in regard to your recent edition (Au¬ 
gust 2nd) which carried a reader's letter entitled 
'Unjust uncertainty for the Pilot Boat'. 

Having been a long-standing customer of the 
Pilot Boat Inn, I am appalled at seeing how the 
Palmer brothers are apparently intending to treat 
their staff in light of the immanent nine month re¬ 
furbishment of their pub. 

It appears that, having previously recognised the 
dedication and loyalty of their staff and having 
given the impression that they would be retained 
on the pay role throughout the period of closure, 
they are now, in effect, holding a gun to their em¬ 
ployees' heads and saying, agree to work 10 miles 
away in the Tanners pub in Bridport or make your¬ 
selves voluntarily redundant. 

How unreasonable to expect their employees, 
the majority of whom are female, to travel 10 miles 
home to Lyme often late at night when the buses 
have long stopped running. Such a display of con¬ 
tempt for their loyal crew at the Pilot Boat brings 
to mind the antics of William Bligh in 'Mutiny On 
The Bounty'! 

The Palmer brothers have three other pubs in 
Lyme and one in nearby Charmouth. I would have 
thought that a more congenial solution to the 
problem of temporary reallocation of staff could 
have been found. Is there not a modicum of good 
intent within the Palmer brother's business strat¬ 
egy?

■ DURING the Red Arrows day last Thursday 
we demonstrated just how beneficial and abso¬ 
lutely essential a park and ride service is for 
Lyme Regis. 

The town, due to its own popularity and that 
of the Red Arrows, was heaving with visitors 
from early doors but we were able to contain a 
significant number of vehicles at the park and 
ride sites. 

The whole reason for a park and ride service 
is to prevent the town becoming gridlocked. 

Residents will know that we have provided a 
very successful park and ride service in recent 
years and this has been supported on a year-on- 
year basis by East Devon District Council in re¬ 
spect of the Sidmouth Road site. 

This year, however, the landscape changed 
with East Devon turning aside our application 
for a further temporary consent. 

This council recognised how important this 
was for the town and retained the architect 
firm of Boon Brown to prepare and submit a 
professional application on our behalf. We took 
comfort from the fact that the project lead for 
Boon Brown, Shaun Travers, had a back¬ 
ground in local government and planning. 

This new application for a permanent site 
was registered by East Devon and presented to 
Uplyme Parish Council on March 9th and re¬ 
jected. A report featured in this paper on 
March 15th. 

Since that time Mark Green, the deputy town 
clerk, and I have worked extremely hard to 
keep the application alive and have sought to 
get agreement from East Devon to operate from 
Sidmouth Road. 

We invited the senior planning officer from 
East Devon to discuss the matter and he was 
found to be sympathetic to our application and 
provided advice on what East Devon needed to 
see to further our cause. 

Undeterred I sought the support of Dorset 
County Council to help strengthen our case and 
Mathew Piles, director for economy, and his 
team turned over every piece of data they had 
in respect of traffic movements and Mathew 
sent a personal letter of support to East Devon 


detailing the benefits to the broader economy 
and acknowledging the challenges Lyme faced 
each year with ever more traffic. 

Given the extra information the application 
was passed back to Uplyme Parish Council on 
June 7th and this time they were minded to 
support our application. 

Mark Green and I put together a further letter 
on June 27th imploring East Devon to think 
again and, out of the blue on July 3rd, we re¬ 
ceived a temporary consent, which they had 
said they would not provide, back dated to 
Easter this year. 

We immediately started negotiations with 
local bus companies who we had already lined 
up should the park and ride site be approved. 
But as we progressed we found each one fall by 
the wayside, in part due to delays and changes 
to the schools contracts and also coming so late 
in the season meaning that resources had been 
committed elsewhere. 

The last man standing was First Group, who 
despite every effort, also concluded that they 
could not provide a service, finally dashing our 
hopes of any park and ride facility this year. 

Notwithstanding we do have strong operator 
interest for running the service in 2018 subject 
to consent being obtained. 

This council will continue to press for and are 
working very hard to achieve a permanent 
park and ride facility at Sidmouth Road and 
new traffic counts are currently underway on 
the main routes into and out of Lyme Regis. We 
have also not lost sight of the bigger picture 
and are actively pursuing positive engagement 
with both West Dorset and East Devon councils 
to improve traffic flow in and around Lyme 
Regis. 

Traffic issues in and around Lyme Regis have 
been a bone of contention for years but I and 
this council will continue to press for change 
and improvement for the benefit of both resi¬ 
dents and visitors alike.

Barcelona-based artist returns 
to hometown for solo exhibition 


ARTIST Chelsea Davine will return to her home¬ 
town of Lyme Regis once again for a solo exhibi¬ 
tion at the Town Mill’s Courtyard Gallery from 
August 18th to September 5th. 

Chelsea (pictured) has returned from her cur¬ 
rent home in Barcelona annually in recent years 
to organise an exhibition of paintings and pho¬ 
tographer by her and other local artists, and she 
was also artists in residence at the Boat Building 
Academy from 2010 to 2012. 

But this year she is going solo with her exhibi¬ 
tion ‘Reflecting the Light’, in which Chelsea aims 
to capture light in different seasons and varied 
locations. 

She said: “Much of my work is based on nature, 
and this show focuses on the interplay between 
light and dark. 

“Our eyes are drawn to how the sun streams 
through the canopy of a beech forest or how the 
weak winter’s sun reflects of the snow in a moun¬ 
tain forest. I try to capture its elusive quality 
using copper, gold and silver leaf on a range of 
materials, from canvas to black steel with oil and 
acrylic. 

“Each piece is formed of layers of leafing, oil 
and varnish. The overall effect is to create depth 
and a deep tonality in each piece.” 

Having studied sculpture in London and Valen¬ 
cia, Chelsea designed bespoke furniture and 
worked in interior design when she moved to 
Spain in 1998, until commissions for her paint¬ 
ings increased, becoming the fundamental part 
of her practice. 

Her residency at the Boat Building Academy 
was a mutually beneficial working experience 
where the line between craft, sculpture and 
painting became further blurred for her. 

Chelsea has shown at art fairs from Singapore 
to New York, London to Hamburg and has exten¬ 
sive experience of working on private commis¬ 
sions for interior designers and private 
collectors. Several art critics and dealers have 
zeroed in on the immediate appeal, visual impact 
and vibrancy of her work, which celebrates the 
often un-noticed details that make up everyday 
life.

Crow's Nest shortlisted for 
global structural award 

THE clever design and engineering behind a 
new, modern house at Crow's Nest in Lyme 
Regis has been shortlisted for a global award. 

The replacement, cliff-top holiday home, off 
Ware Lane, was constructed after irreparable 
damage was caused to the previous property 
by landslides. 

To avoid a similar fate, the modern construc¬ 
tion was built on a floating structural frame to 
act as an adjustable raft in case of future move¬ 
ment. 

It has now been shortlisted as a finalist by the 
Institution of Structural Engineers for its glob- 
ally-recognised Structural Awards 2017, where 
it will compete with other buildings across the 
world. 

The winner will be announced on Friday, 
November 17th at an awards ceremony in Lon¬ 
don. 


THERE is a Radio 4 programme called ‘Great 
Lives’. On it a ‘great’ person is talked about and 
details are discussed which, quite possibly, most 
people don’t know.

THERE will be a touch of 
glamour about the town 
next month when Lyme 
Folk Weekend celebrates its 
fifth annual festival. 

Along with the usual 
music at the Marine The¬ 
atre, the Pilot Boat and 
along the seafront, one of 
the weekend’s most popular 
sights is the Morris dancing 
and Saturday morning pa¬ 
rade - led by local hosts the 
Uplyme Morris Men. And 
this year one of the folk 
world’s most eye-catching 
dance sides, the Belles of 
London City, will be joining 
the fun. 

Dressed in their trade¬ 
mark red and white corsets 
and top hats, the Belles have 
captured the imagination 
and delighted audiences 
around the country. 

Tickets for the Marine 
Theatre shows are on sale 
on the festival’s website and 
at the Lyme Regis Tourist 
Information Centre. Open¬ 
ing the festival on Friday 
September 1 will be Jim 
Moray, nominated for two 
awards in this year’s BBC 
Radio 2 folk awards - for 
Best Album and Best Origi¬ 
nal Song. 

For 15 years Jim has been 
at the forefront of a new 
movement in English tradi¬ 
tional music. His debut 


album Sweet Eng¬ 
land changed the 
sound of folk song 
and won a brace of 
awards for its inno¬ 
vative melding of 
orchestration and 
electronica. Subse¬ 
quent albums em¬ 
braced everything 
from grime to 
Johnny Marr-esque 
guitar pop, but at 
their heart was al¬ 
ways Jim’s unmis- 
takeable soulful 
and yearning voice; 
singing old songs 
in a new way. 

His sixth album 
Upcetera heralds a 
new chapter for the 
producer and has 
received the best 
reviews of his ca¬ 
reer, including his 
two BBC nomina¬ 
tions, and five stars 
from Mojo, fRoots and R2 
magazines. 

Saturday night headliners 
will be folk legends Ralph 
McTell and Wizz Jones, who 
will be presenting songs 
from their critically ac¬ 
claimed album About Time, 
recorded to celebrate their 
50 years of music-making to¬ 
gether. 

McTell and Jones, two dis¬ 
tinguished musicians, join 


forces some 50 years after 
they first met and played to¬ 
gether. Back in 1966 Ralph 
was just back from playing 
in Paris and met Wizz in a 
coffee bar in Croydon, when 
he was invited by Wizz to go 
to Cornwall and play guitar 
with him. 

"It was a life-changing 
move for me and one of the 
most wonderful summers I 
have spent,” said McTell. 
They became life long 
friends and played together 
many times. In the spring of 
2015 Ralph called Wizz and 
suggested they finally do a 
whole album together. They 
found themselves once 
again in Cornwall to make 
this album, joining a circle 
of music and friendship 
started some 50 years ear¬ 
lier. The album is a brilliant 
blend made up of their old 
favourites, some traditional 
arrangements and songs by 
Doc Watson, Woody 
Guthrie, Townes Van Zandt 
and Bob Dylan. 

And the Sunday night fi¬ 
nale will feature the biggest 
name on the South West’s 
folk scene, a solo gig from 
one half of multiple award- 
winners Show of Hands, 
Steve Knightley. 

Steve is the songwriting 


force behind Show of Hands, 
widely acclaimed as the 
finest acoustic roots duo in 
England. As a solo per¬ 
former he decided in 2016 to 
turn his attention to mar¬ 
itime venues around the 
shoreline of England and 
Wales. 

He said: ‘As a West Coun¬ 
try songwriter I have writ¬ 
ten so many songs of 
seafarers and wreckers, 
travellers and traders, pi¬ 
rates and smugglers. Now 
I‘m going to be able to sing 
them with the sound of the 
sea in the distance - I can’t 
wait!’ 

As has become the tradi¬

LAST week I was invited to taste a 
few dishes created by both Nick and 
Shaun and I was not disappointed, 
writes Rob Coombe. 

I started with pan seared scallops 
served with a smokey roast tomato 
and pimento puree and crispy 
pancetta. The dish was expertly 
cooked, the scallops were delicate on 
the palate and were completed per¬ 
fectly with both the puree and 
pancetta. 

For main, I was treated to slow 
roasted belly pork with crackling, 
bubble and squeak and a cider sauce. 
It was a treat for both the eyes and the 
taste buds, beautifully presented and 
packed full of flavour. The pork 
melted in the mouth and the crack¬ 
ling was perfect and crisp. For dessert 
I had a vanilla & creme fraiche panna 
cotta, with fresh orange and blondie. 
It was another dish that was pre¬ 
sented expertly and was both fresh 
and light. The perfect way to round off 
a really wonderful meal. 

Look no further if you are after a 
true fine dining experience without 
venturing too far from the sea front!
